Following close upon the news of the fall of Nicholas of Russia, 


came the rumor that the German kaiser mad had a nervous breakdown 


rnd that physicians had ordered him to one of the nation’s health 


resorts. 
Following this came many stories written with the seeming 


endeavor of taking the responsibility for the w ar from his shoulders 


and, by inference at least, placing it on those of the crown prince, 


it wras stated that the kaiser was from the first opposed to the 


war, but that tin* h* ir apparent» his oldest son, had formed a political 


party that had grown so powerful that the ruler himself, strong man 


that he was, was unable to overcome its determination to begin a long- 


planned w ar of aggression. 


The failure of the w ar thus far, the terrible situation in which 


the country finds itself as a consequence of it, the alienation of the 


long-time friendship of the United States and last of all, the fall of 


the great Romanoff dynasty, were given as the cause of his collapse. 


W hether these things are true it is impossible for anyone to say, outside 


fit those in the inner circle of the imperial government, but few wit 


believe them when they consider the character of William and the 


dominant force that he has been even before he came to the throne 


It is hard to believe that a monarch who, while still a mere youth 


and but lately elevated to power, had the nerve to remove Bismarck, 


creator of the empire, and the nation’s idol, and who afterw ards per­ 


m itted no official to be more than a mere bureau head, and who more 


than any ruler of m odern times becam e in very truth Th»* State, would 


become so weak in influence while still in full possession of his great 


mental and physical pow'»*rs as to allow' any political p a itj, even though 


headed by the crown prince, to grow' so pow'erful as to render him 


impotent to carry out his imperial will. 


J u st what part the kaiser will play in history is yet to be recorded. 


One thing is certain—the world has attained that stage in civilization 


when war, although not impossible, is no longer glorious. 
If it should 


be shown that William II w as responsible for this terrific orgy of blood, 


not even the most conclusive victory could m ake him respected. 


Passion and prejudice still obscure the vision, and doubtless shall 


continue to do so until long after the w ar has passed into history, but 


neutYal and unprejudiced opinion seem s to be overwhelmingly inclined 


toward fixing the guilt on Germany. 
Even among those most certain of 


G erm any’s responsibility, however, there are many who insist that the 


em peror himself did not initiate the struggle. 
It is the view of these 


apologists for the kaiser that he, while claiming greater power than 


any other sovereign of a civilized state, and assertinf himself responsible 


to God alone, was yet the victim of the conspiracy of the war-mad civil 


and military officios. 
All this is%biU surmise, and time with its clearer 


> vision alone >c an d^i ide h o w . mut»hj.pr Jiow little the kaiser wanted war. 


’ It must be adm itted that a perusal of the multitudinous newspaper 


and magazine articles about the kaiser, written and published before 


the war, do not afford any firm basis for the belief that the German 


ruler had any consuming passion for peace. The great majority of such 


articles published in the A m e ric a n ,p re s s prior to the war agree in 


painting the kaiser as a m onarch whose chief interest was in his mili­ 


tary machine. 
Almost from the beginning of his reign he was known 


as the “w ar lord,” and he was never quite at ease unless clad in one 


of his several hundred military uniforms. 
While not neglecting the 


a rts of peace, his great passion was alw ays-his military machine, if
